Saratoga 
is  50  miles  from  San  Francisco,  4 miles  from  Los 
Gatos,  29  miles  from  Santa  Cruz  and  10  miles  from 
San  Jose,  with  good  highways  leading  to  all  these 
points. 

Our  Nursery  Stock  consists  of  berry  and  small 
fruit  plants  only.  We  make  a specialty  of  this  line 
to  the  exclusion  of  all  others  and  being  berry 
growers  and  shippers  we  are  constantly  on  the  look- 
out to  improve  the  bearing  qualities  of  our  stock 
and  to  obtain  new  varieties  of  merit.  With  many 
nurseries,  berries  are  a sideline  often  bought  at 
random  from  different  growers  without  regard  to 
their  merits  or  productivity.  Not  so  with  us.  We 
are  building  a business  and  a reputation  on  berry 
and  small  fruit  plants  and  whether  you  want  a few 
plants  for  the  home  garden  or  stock  for  a large 
commercial  planting,  it  is  our  aim  to  furnish  you 
with  strong  healthy  stock,  clean  and  true  to  name, 
that  will  grow  and  give  satisfaction. 

Our  Terms  are  cash  with  order.  If  desired  we  will 
send  plants^  C.  O.  D.  when  one-fourth  the  amount  is 
enclosed  with  the  order.  When  plants  are  to  be 
sent  by  mail  add  5%  to  the  amount  of  the  order  for 
postage.  Plants  are  carefully  packed  and  will  arrive 
in  good^  condition  anywhere  in  the  United  States. 

Shipping  Season.  The  majority  of  the  plants  listed 
in  this  catalog  will  be  ready  for  delivery  about  the 


middle  of  December,  but  we  suggest  that  you  place 
your  orders  as  early  as  possible  to  avoid  delay  and 
possible  disappointment.  Five  plants  of  any  one 
variety  will  be  sold  at  the  ten  rate,  50  at  the  100 
rate  and  500  at  the  1,000  rate.

Progressive  Everbearing  Strawberry.  This  is  a 
wonderful  strawberry  and  one  which  we  recommend 
for  the  home  garden  or  for  commercial  planting 
when  the  market  to  be  supplied  is  close  at  hand. 
We  have  not  yet  tried  shipping  it  to  distant  markets 
as  it  seems  inclined  to  be  a little  soft  when  fully 
ripe.  However,  we  intend  trying  it  out  on  a large 
scale  next  season  as  we  believe  if  care  is  exercised 
in  picking  that  it  can  be  successfully  shipped  to 
distant  markets.  The  berry  is  of  fine  flavor  and 
good  color. 

The  plant  is  hardy  and  vigorous  and  does  well  on 
almost  any  soil.  Unlike  most  strawberries  the 
runners  that  are  thrown  out  by  the  parent  plant 
begin  bearing  the  first  season  as  soon  as  they  have 
taken  root  and  we  have  even  had  them  produce 
berries  before  any  root  had  formed. 

Culture  of  Everbearing  Strawberries.  To  get  the 
best  results  the  first  year  pinch  off  all  blossoms  that 
appear  in  early  spring  and  sacrifice  your  early 
berries  to  get  a vigorous  plant  growth;  you  will  be 
well  repaid  for  it  later.  Let  only  three  or  four  new 
plants  grow  from  each  parent  plant,  root  these 
carefully  and  pinch  off  the  first  blossoms  that  appear 
on  them.  Keep  the  plants  well  watered,  weeded  and 
cultivated  and  by  midsummer  you  will  be  picking 
fine  juicy  berries  and  will  keep  on  picking  into 
November.  The  second  season  your  Progressives  will 
be  the  earliest  and  the  latest  berries  on  your  table.

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We  have  made  a specialty  of  raspberries  and  offer 
a large  assortment  containing  all  the  best  known 
varieties  and  many  novelties,  in  red,  black  and 
yellow  raspberries. 


RED  VARIETIES 


Ranere  (sometimes  spelled  Ranaree) 

The  leading  commercial  raspberry  and  the  one 
which  we  recommend  most  strongly.  It  is  three 
weeks  earlier  than  any  other  variety  and  more  pro- 
lific than  any.  It  bears  continuously  from  May  until 
frost.  Here  at  Saratoga  we  have  had  ripe  berries 
until  Christmas  and  the  quantity  of  berries  these 
plants  will  bear  in  a season  is  almost  beyond  belief. 
Ranere  is  a fine  flavored  berry,  large  enough  to 
bring  the  highest  prices  and  so  firm  that  it  is  now 
being  shipped  in  refrigerator  cars  to  the  Eastern 
markets. 

This  raspberry  begins  bearing  in  July  the  first 
year  and  keeps  on  bearing  until  late  Fall.  By  plant- 
ing early  Spring  vegetables  between  your  berry  rows 
a good  income  can  be  made  from  your  land  the  first 
year.  Rows  are  spaced  7 feet  apart  and  the  plants 
2 to  3 feet  apart  in  the  rows.  This  method  of  plant- 
ing requires  2,000  to  3,000  plants  to  the  acre.

We  have 
tried  out  the  two  berries  side  by  side  and  know  of 
many  others  who  have  done  the  same  thing.  All 
agree  that  they  are  the  same  berry  under  different 
names.  As  additional  proof  of  this  fact  see  Farmers' 
Bulletin  1242,  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Agriculture,  Page  9. 

Cuthbert  has  for  many  years  been  the  leading  red 
raspberry.  It  is  still  extensively  grown  in  the 
Eastern  states  and  in  Oregon  and  Washington,  but 
as  a commercial  berry  it  is  not  equal  to  the  Ranere 
which  is  rapily  taking  its  place.  The  canes  grow  to 
a large  size  and  produce  an  abundance  of  fine  berries 
which  many  people  consider  the  finest  flavored  of 
all  the  raspberries.

is  given.  Ripens  early  and  the  crop  lasts  over  a 
fairly  long  season.  A very  desirable  addition  to  the 
home  collection  and  extensively  grown  commercially 
being  in  demand  for  jams,  jellies  and  juices.

Nearly  everyone  likes  the  rich,  juicy  flavor  of 
blackberries,  either  eaten  fresh  or  made  into  pies, 
jams,  jellies,  etc.  and  luckily  for  the  home  gardener 
they  thrive  in  almost  any  soil,  and  bear  heavy  crops 
with  very  little  attention.  The  following  varieties 
we  recommend. 

Cory  Thornless — ^the  earliest  and  largest  black- 
berry ever  produced.

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proven  to  be  dry,  seedy  and  almost  as  free  from 
berries  as  they  are  of  thorns.  We  have  yet  to  find 
a person  who  has  a good  word  for  any  except  the 
Cory  Thornless.

Poor  stock 
is  dear  at  any  price  and  good  plants  cannot  be  sold 
at  a ‘‘junk"  price  any  more  than  good  groceries  or 
other  merchandise.  We  could  fill  the  rest  of  this 
folder  with  testimonials  from  satisfied  customers  of 
the  past  few  years.  Instead  we  will  fill  it  with  a 
few  pointers  for  the  beginner. 

Berry  plants  need  good  soil,  care  and  water.  Don't 
plant  more  than  you  can  care  for  properly.  One 
acre  well  cared  for  and  producing  its  maximum  is 
more  profitable  than  two  acres  overrun  with  weeds 
and  dying  for  lack  of  water  and  cultivation. 
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Don^t  crowd  your  plants.  Read  the  State  and 
Government  bulletins  and  observe  the  practices  of 
successful  growers  in  planting. 

All  of  the  varieties  listed  in  this  catalog  are  good, 
and  are  desirable  varieties  in  their  proper  place.  But 
if  you  intend  going  into  the  berry  business  commer- 
cially choose  commercial  varieties  for  which  a 
market  exists.  For  instance  don^t  plant  an  acre  of 
black  or  yellow  raspberries  and  expect  to  put  them 
on  the  market  and  sell  them.  There  is  a market  for 
the  reds  but  not  yet  for  the  others.  If  you  are  going 
to  ship,  select  varieties  that  will  stand  shipment. 

When  plants  are  received,  unpack  them  at  once 
and  if  possible  plant  them  immediately.  If  for  any 
reason  they  cannot  be  planted  at  once  heel  them  in — 
that  is  bury  the  roots — in  moist  soil  in  a cool  shady 
place  making  sure  that  every  part  of  the  roots  is 
completely  covered  by  finely  pulverized  soil.  Keep 
moist  until  planted.  Planting  is  an  art  in  itself. 
Treat  each  plant  as  if  that  were  the  only  one  you 
had  and  you  wanted  it  to  grow.  You  v/ill  find  it 
pays.  When  the  plants  are  young  they  need  the 
most  care  and  that  is  the  time  to  build  up  good 
strong  frameworks  for  the  next  season’s  crop. 

If  you  get  any  stock  from  us  that  is  not  entirely 
satisfactory  to  you  for  any  reason  whatever  let  us 
know  and  we  will  be  glad  to  adjust  any  reasonable 
claims.  If  we  can  be  of  any  service  to  you  at  any 
time  we  are  always  glad  to  help.  Call  on  us  or  write. 

About  overhead  irrigation  for  berries.  We  use  this 
system  on  part  of  our  grounds  and  have  found  it 
highly  satisfactory.
